MARQUIS OKI 41A DESCRIBES 
OLD DEMOCRACY OE JAPAN 


Much 
is 
being said 
these days 
about the democracy of Hie Japan­ 
ese Empire. 
The testimony which 
Marquis Oku ma gives 
in 
explana­ 
tion of how Ho* imperial Japanese 
people, though it clearly differs ma­ 
terially 
from 
the current 
western 
view, is of great interest and may 
serve to clear up misunderstanding. 
We have not 
been 
accustomed 
to 
consider democracy 
the equivalent 
of ‘ benevolent despotism.” however 
benevolent it may he. 
The follow­ 
ing interview was given an Am en- * 
can, and is herewith taken from the 
Japan Advertiser, to whom we ar * 
indebted for the translation of the 
original statement in 
the Taikwan 
(Outlook) by the distinguished Dr. 
Ukita: 
"It is very difficult, almost 
im I 
possible for a foreigner to under­ 
stand 
the 
nature 
of 
the 
govern-1 
ment under which Japan has been 
governed 
since 
its 
foundation. 
Why? The civilization of the west 
traces its origin in the genius of the 
Romans and Greeks. 
And what was 
the attitude of these Romans 
and 
Greeks 
towards the 
people whom 
they conquered? 
They w’ere in the 
habit of regarding those who c a m e 
under their rule with anything but 
generosity. 
They even deprived the 
alien races of all rights that prop- 


Oklahoma has taken its place 
among the states that are wel­ 
coming their'soldier lads on their 
return to this country, largely as 
a result of the individual activi­ 
ties of Mr. and Mrs. K. I). Hequem- 
hourg, 
from

over-seas 
are already beginning to flow. This 
building 
the former 
rectory 
of 
Trinity Church has been loaned to 
the War Camp Community Service, 
which has turned it into a great 
hospitality 
headquarters 
for 
the 
men of the various states. 
There 
they are greeted by "Home Folks,” 
meet Buddies who were townsmen 
before the War, and find a nation­ 
wide 
employment 
bureau 
which 
the War Camp Community Service 
maintains to find them jobs back 
home. 
There are other comforts 
besides, big lounging rooms that 
are luxuriously furnished and a 
buffet where coffee and dough-nuts 
of a particularly cracknel kind are 
served. 
Perhaps the greatest thing that 
the 
Hospitality 
Committees 
do 
there does not appear on the sur­ 
face. 
That is the cheering of and 
calling on wounded men from the 
various commonwealths as fast as 
they are brought into the great 
debarkation 
hospitals 
of 
New 


York. 
Through a system perfected 
by 
the War 
Camp 
Community 
Service and carried out by a staff 
of five stenographers, the names 
of these wounded men are divided 
according 
to 
states 
and 
are 
promptly given to the Hospitality 
Committees. Then, through volun­ 
teers or regular secretaries, let­ 
ters are sent by each committee to 
the men from its state giving them 
a cheering word from home and 
offering assistance and entertain­ 
ment if they wish it. 
As these 
letters in the cases of thousands 
of men afford the first personal 
home-state touch in the highly im ­ 
personal army handling of their 
cases, the missives are welcomed 
more often with tears than with 
smiles.

TREATY OF BASLE 1795. 


The Treaty That Brought Recognition to France After Her Revolution. 


The fall of Robespierre in 1704 in­ 
troduced a more moderate mid con­ 
ciliatory spirit into the councils of re­ 
publican France, while at the same 
time the victorious campaigns of the 
French armies cooled the ardor with 
which the hostile princes who sur­ 
rounded the young republie had been 
prosecuting the war. The ^mailer Her­ 
man princes were especially desirous 
of bringing such a ruinous war lo an 
end. 
At a diet of the empire It was 
declared that Germany had no tnton- 
tion of interfering with tim* domestic 
affairs 
of France mid negotiations 
looking to a satisfactory pearl1 should 
be begun. 
Before this France had. 
since the revolution aud the execution 
of the k.ng, been an outlaw among Eu­ 
ropean nations. 
In Italy the grand 
duke of Tuscany was already negotiat­ 
ing with France for a peace, tieing the 
first of the European rulers to recog­ 
nize the French republic. Austria and 
England, however, declared ihat the 
war must go on. 
But Austria bud a1 
most ceased fighting and the emperor J 
retired to Vienna iii discouragement. 
Tlie republican armies held Belgium 
and the left bank of tlie (thine and bai] 
even 
made 
conquests 
beyond 
that 
river. 
Opened Strongholds to French Forces. 


The prince of Orange lied to Eng­ 
land and 
the 
Dutch opened 
their 
strongholds to the French forces. Sa- 
vo) and Nice were In the hands of 
France, arni the Austrians in Piedmont 
were held in check by Bonaparte— 
whose military g. nills wns now begin­ 
ning to be universally recognized and 
who had been promoted to be a briga­ 
dier general. 
Spain, which had suffered many re­ 
verses. many of her cities being In 
French hands, was only kept In the 
coalition by the desire of the king to 
safegimrd the children of Louis XVI 
and the p ro cu re of the British. 
Prus­ 
sia 
was 
already 
negotiating 
with 
France. In the spring of 1705 Ilarden- 
berg, on the part of Prussia and Bar- 
thelemy, un experience*! Freuch dip­ 
lomat, on the part of the republic, con­ 


cluded at Basle. Switzerland, a treaty 
which was approved by the committee 
of public safety, of which Camhaceres 
was the bead. The Jacobins objecting, 
Camhaceres s a id : “Do you wish per­ 
petual war? 
If so, I can tell the jteo- 
ple they are ruined by too many dem­ 
agogues. 
We shall trace the natural 
limits of the republic, make sure of 
the rivers which, after watering sev­ 
eral of our departments, flow to the 
sea ; set limits to the countries now oc­ 
cupied by our arms.” 
I'lie treaty was signed between Prus­ 
sia and France nt Basle on April 5, 
ITI®. 
By this treaty the Rhine was 
made the eastern boundary of France 
until pence was concluded with th** 
empire and a line of demarcation fixed 
the neutrality of northern Germany. 
for which Prussia was to be respon­ 
sible. 
By 
a 
secret 
article it 
w h s 
agreed that lf. at the conclusion of a 
general peace with the empire. France 
retained the left bank of the Rhine 
Prussia should receive a territorial in­ 
demnity for its possessions there, the 
same to be taken from Austria or some 
other handy nation, and France would 
see that she got It. 
Treaty With Holland. 
In May a treaty was concluded with 
Holland by which 
Dutch -Flanders, 
Maestrlcht, Venloo and Flushing re­ 
ceived French garrisons. Holland paid 
an Indemnity and gave up half her 
land and sen forces to France. 
Du 
July 22 a treaty with Spain was signed 
at Baste, by which all conquests In that 
country were abandoned, but Santo 
Domingo ceded to France. 
The little 
dauphin was dead in bls prison, but 
the princess royal It was arranged to 
exchange for certain French officers. 
At first France demanded tfiat Spain 
give her back Louisiana, but that claim 
was abandoned. 
A retrocession was 
forced five years later, however. 
Prussia, Spain, the republics of Ge­ 
noa and Venice. Holland, Switzerland, 
Turkey, Sweden, Denmark, the Ilan- 
seatlc towns and Tuscany now fol­ 
lowed the example of the United States 
in entering into peaceful relations with 
the French republic.
